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THE NEWs comes from Washington that the Tariff 
Board has been fairly swamped with the requests of 
various manufacturers and manufac- 

Industrial turers’ associations for a hearing on the 

pre Tariff schedules in which they are inter- 

ested. In order to stem the flood the 
members of the Board have been compelled to issue a 
notice defining the duties of that body. It was not 
created, they state, to hold public sessions and hear 
witnesses, as the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House does. Its object is simply to “study the vari- 
ous industries, with a view to developing facts relating 
to the cost of production in this country and foreign 
countries.” 

Of course, there is nothing in the constitution of the 
new board, or in its plan of procedure, to prevent any 
one from getting a hearing “when the time comes,” we 
are told. But for the present “the Board and its ex- 
perts will be too busy gathering material and assemb- 
ling it to begin any formal hearings or listen to any 
arguments.” 

No fault can be found with this temperate and very 
reasonable statement of the plans and procedures of 
the new Tariff Commission. In fact, when we recall 
what some of our statesmen are always saying about 
the proper attitude of men toward legislation that af- 
fects their business, it is clear that the members de 
serve credit for maintaining a calm, judicial tone in the 
presence of so much “provocation,” 

Have not manufacturers learned that from the “up- 
lift” viewpoint—the last man who has a right to be 
heard with reference to legislation is the one whose 
business may be crippled or even ruined by it? Do 
manufacturers not realize that the mere expression of 
i desire to be heard is practically a confession of “cor- 
ruption”? What is more, are they still blind to the 
fact that the only man whose evidence with respect 
to a given business ought to be worth anything to a 
legislator is the one whose training and experience 
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have been wholly in a different direction ?—that the 
only admissible expert with reference to the Tariff is 
an “uplifter” or an amateur statesman, or, at the worst, 
a man whose life has, perhaps, been spent in the sta- 
tionery business ? 

It is humiliating and irritating to find, after all the 
pronouncements barring business men from taking the 
slightest interest in legislation that may possibly injure 
their business, that so many still cling to the old, the 
unnatural, the effete idea that even the business side 
has a right to be presented by business men. 

Such incidents remind us how slowly reforms move 
when they clash with long-established habits of mind. 
They show how gradual is the educative process neces- 
sary to lift men to such heights that they will be able 
to go fishing while a few select statesmen settle the 
question of whether they shall “go broke” or still con- 
tinue to pay their bills. 


THE foreign trade of the United States in automo- 
biles now amounts to a million dollars a month, or 12 
million dollars per annum, of which sum 


Foreign pan 
Trade in about 4 millions are imports and 8 mil- 
Automobiles. lions exports. Ten years ago the trade 


in automobiles was not of sufficient 
value to justify the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor in making a sep- 
arate record of either the imports or exports, the 
few automobiles entering or leaving the country being 
included under the miscellaneous class of “All other 
articles.” In July, 1901, however, the Bureau began 
to record the exports, which in the fiscal year 1902 
amounted to about 1 million dollars, and since that 
time the value of automobiles and parts thereof ex- 
ported to foreign countries has been in round terms 30 
million dollars, of which total about 25 millions has 
developed in the 5 years ended with December, 1909 
In imports the record was not established until 
July, 1905, when the total of automobiles and parts 
thereof imported amounted to 4 million dollars, in the 
fiscal years 1906 and 1907 over five millions, but fall- 
ing below that figure in succeeding years, making 
the total importation for the 5 years ended Decem 
ber, 1909, for which a record exists about 18 million 
dollars of automobiles and parts thereof. The shi 
ments of automobiles and parts thereof to 
Hawaii and Porto Rico are not included in the figures 
quoted above, but amount in the past 5 years to about 
2 million dollars, making the total value of th 
mobiles passing in and out of ports of the United 
States in the past 5 years about 45 million dollars. 
The imports are chiefly from France, Italy, Ger 
many, and the United Kingdom, and the exports to 


practically every country in the world, though the 
largest number go to Canada, the United Kingdom, 
Mexico and Australia. The num! to Canada 


in the fiscal year 1909 was 1,230, valued at $1,457,129; 
$1,673,914; to 


France 201 machines, valued at $643,692; to Mexico 


to England 590 machines, valu 
200 machines, valued at $282,462; and to Australia 
127 machines, valued at $81,426. The prices of those 
sent to European countries are, as a rule, higher than 
that of the machines sent to Canada, Mexico and Aus- 
tralia, the average price of those sent to France 
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being over $3,000 each, according to the prices 
and number of machines reported to the Bureau 
of Statistics; those to England average nearly $3,000 
apiece; those to Canada about $1,200 and Mexico 
about $1,400 each; and those to Australia less than 
$650 each. 

The total number of automobiles exported in the fis- 
cal year 1909 was, according to the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics’ figures, 3,184, valued at $5,387,021, an average 
value of about $1,700 for a machine, and the number 
imported 1,624, valued at $2,905,391, showing also an 
average of about $1,700 for each machine. The dis- 
tribution of automobiles extends to all parts of the 
world, the number of countries named by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics as destination of automobiles ex- 
ported in the fiscal year 1909 being not less than 50, 
and including India, China, Dutch East Indies, Japan, 
Canary Islands, Egypt, French and British Africa, 
South American countries, Central American States, 
West India Islands, Gibraltar and Portugal. 

The figures for the calendar year are larger and show 
also higher prices, the number of machines exported 
in the calendar year 1909 being 3,686, and the stated 
value being $6,889,031, an average of nearly $1,900, 
these figures including only the shipments of machines 
to foreign countries, and not including the shipments 
to our noncontiguous territory, or the parts of ma- 
chines which are included in the grand total stated 
below in comparing our own exports of automobiles 
with those of other countries. 

France leads the world as an exporter of automo- 
biles, with the United States second in rank. Statis- 
tics compiled from the official publication of the coun- 
tries named show that the exports of vehicles of this 
class in the latest year for which details are at hand 
were: From France, in 1908, $24,569,000; the United 
States, in the calendar year 1909, $8,667,397; the 
United Kingdom, in 1909, $7,610,267; Italy, in 1908, 
$5,533,000; and Germany, in 1908, $3,031,000. 








LARGE quantities of freight for the Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf Deep Waterway from Chicago to New Orleans 
will be furnished by the foreign export 

Waterway and import trade of the latter city. Al- 

Freights. ready New Orleans is second only to 

New York in that line. The completion 
of the Panama Canal will greatly increase the trade 
of the Louisiana city. The Waterway would fully 
justify its construction if it carried that traffic alone. 

But the foreign trade is only a part of the commerce 
of the present and the near future which will crowd 
the great water route. 

Thirty-five million people live between St. Paul and 
New Orleans and Pittsburgh and Kansas City in the 
states whose borders are washed by the rivers con- 
necting those cities. Of the first seventy cities in 
the United States as to population twenty-three are in 
these states, within the limits mentioned, and have a 
population of 7,000,000. The trade of such a popula- 
tion in supplying its needs and distributing what it 
produces requires larger transportation facilities. 

Kentucky produces each year 100,000 tons of to- 
bacco. This is one-third of the entire crop of the 
United States. Most of it is carried away from Ken- 
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tucky. That crop alone would load one of the new 
$300,000 steel vessels of the Mississippi Valley Trans- 
portation Company of 6,000 tons capacity every three 
weeks during the entire year. 

Cement is the coming material for many kinds of 
construction work. Of the 50,000,000 barrels of ce- 
ment produced in the United States in 1906 36,000,000 
barrels came from the states which the Waterway will 
reach. Heavy stuff like cement needs water trans- 
portation and will be moved in that way, if possible. 

At East Liverpool, Ohio, are situated the largest 
potteries in America, whose product is now shipped 
by water down the Ohio and Mississippi rivers for 
their trade in the south. These goods are delivered 
in New Orleans, 2,000 miles from the place of manu- 
facture, at a freight cost of about $3 a ton, while the 
railroad charge for such commodities is about $14 a 
ton for 1,000 miles of carriage. 


The United States Steel Corporation is creating 
at Gary, Ind., just at Chicago’s eastern door, what 
will probably be the greatest steel-manufacturing 
plant in America. The location is where it is because 
of the easy access by water transportation to the great 
iron and ore deposits of the Lake Superior region. 
But hardly less important than the ability to get the 
raw material for manufacture by cheap water trans- 
portation must be the ability to carry away to the 
south and southwest and west the manufactured prod- 
uct by the same low-rate traffic route. Large steel 
plants have recently been built at more than one point 
a short distance below Pittsburgh, on’ the Ohio River, 
in view of the improvements which the Government is 
now making in that river, and with the expectation 
that large quantities of the finished product of the 
mills may be shipped by water. 

Congress has granted a National charter for a canal 
to connect Lake Erie with the Ohio River at the point 
where these new steel mills are located. Through this 
canal, when built, the great industrial interests of the 
region around Pittsburgh will have direct water trans- 
portation to all points on the Great Lakes, while down 
the Ohio and Mississippi they will reach out to salt 
water and the world’s trade. 

The great industrial interests of the region around 
Chicago, of which the steel mills at Gary are typical, 
must also have the Great Lakes water transportation 
system connected with the Mississippi and its great 
tributaries. This city’s business men cannot afford to 
lose any time in providing for such water transporta- 
tion. 

For these and other reasons it is hard to find any 
sense in the statement frequently made by men in posi- 
tions of prominence that the proposed Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf Deep Waterway from Chicago to New Orleans is 
impractical and visionary and unworthy of serious con- 
sideration by Congress and the Government engineers. 

The Chicago-New Orleans route is a much more 
reasonable one than that from Lake Erie by way of 
Pittsburgh and the Ohio River. It will serve a greater 
part of the country and will carry a larger commerce. 
There is much more water now in the existing chan- 
nels of this route, and it can be deepened to any extent 
which will be required at less cost than through the 
Ohio and the proposed canal to Lake Erie.

Many think it merely 
part of the game, like two tigers fighting, to seize the 
advantage. Not so the wise and high-minded man 
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who claims to be better than a feline. He may or 
may not feel called upon to enlighten the other man. 
But for himself he prefers legitimate success and not 
a rise by other men’s falls. He will win by merit of 
his own. He declines to keep his nose to the ground, 
scenting other men’s failings. Few hearts are so hard 
that they are not touched by the disinterested kind- 
ness that points out where they lost something of great 
value. We can name the place and the benefactor 
as long as we live. We are anxious to repay and we 
insist on it till we do repay, though no reward was 
sought. It makes a clean record when success is won 
by a man’s own worth and not a step of it by using 
another man’s unworth. If there is a man to be pitied 
it is he who has so often sought to make capital of 
other people’s mistakes that he is dogged by others 
seeking revenge.

Even profit 
must needs steal upon us unawares and break through 
our incompetence. We succeeded not by our intelli- 
gence, but by our ignorance. Any dunce could have 
been caught that way by a good providence. Even 
the success should make us inwardly ashamed. And 
it is the last thing to boast of. Yet we are compelled 
to wear the honors in public. We hesitate whether 
to whisper the facts to our best friend and act the false 
before other people or go about explaining. Beneficial 
errors are sinister in the encouragement of loose meth- 
ods. The spoiled child of nature grows in presump- 
tion. There is just one stern way to deal with mis- 
takes, and that is to reprobate them. If we stumbled 
upon a good thing, still the mind that did not stumble 
and missed the good thing, while walking with a 
manly tread, is far better situated. For profitable er- 
rors are in the minority. The strong and steady foot- 
step will go further. There is measureless danger in 
thinking it might happen that way again. Two errors, 
plus and minus, balance just once in a million times. 
Put it in that ratio and you are safe. It is right to ac- 
cept the fruits of investigation, which we call discov- 
ery, with humble gratitude and self-encouragement. 
In this sense about all our great inventions have been 
more or less stumbled on. No one knows this better 
than the great inventors and discoverers themselves, 
and they have almost uniformly acknowledged it.

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THE DIFFICULTIES OF SELLING HARDWARE 
AT A PROFIT, AND SOME PRACTICAL 
REMEDIES.

(This essay was given Honorable Mention by the 
judges of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S Hardware Store 
Management Essay Competition.) 

The writer is not now a hardware clerk in the strict 
sense of the word. He is on the road, selling one of 
the various lines that go to make up a complete hard- 
ware stock. 
experience as a salesman and stockman in a good sized 
general hardware store. 

His experience in the store, together with observa- 
tions and conversation with hardware dealers he now 
calls on, lead him to believe that the main difficulties 
of selling hardware at retail at a profit are: 

First: Catalogue house competition. 

Second: Failure of the merchant to keep up his 


3efore starting out he had several years’ 


stock on standard goods. 

Third: Indiscriminate buying. 

Fourth: Not getting acquainted personally with 
one’s trade. 

Fifth: The merchant’s treatment of local compe- 
tition. 

Sixth: Credit and collections. 

Taking these “troubles” as mentioned above, the 
following remedies have all been tried to some extent 
and found to work: 

For the catalogue house fiend, keep one of these 
catalogues always on hand and make the purchaser 
show you. Nine times out of ten, if you have not the 
goods in stock, they can be purchased from your job- 
ber and turned at a profit. Remember to insist on the 
same treatment and terms the catalogue house gets, 
that is, cash with order and no discount for quantity, 
and the use of the money as long as the customer has 
to wait for his goods from the other place. 
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Second: Buy standard factory goods and standard 
sizes, rather than special jobbers’ lines. Then you can 
sort in from the man who comes along when you need 

- goods and keep your stock looking neat and about the 
same. Watch this particularly in builders’ and shelf 
hardware. In cutlery, take a line that proves satis- 
factory and stay with it. There is nice profit in this 
line if you work up a trade for the goods you handle. 
In this line, as some others, you can often sort in 
from some other line on specials only. Better also 
to have three each of six patterns than six each of 
three. 

Traveling men are thicker than hair on a dog’s 
back these days. You can’t buy from all of them at 
the same time. Remember their time is valuable. 
They are not on the road 27. days a month for fun. 
Courteous treatment and a short hearing at least is 
due each of them. A merchant never loses anything 
by being known as a “nice fellow” and “all right” 
among the salesmen. 

Fourth: Turn traveler yourself. Get out of the 
store one or two days each month, more if possible, 
and visit your customers. Go to the farm if you are 
in a farming community, to the carpenter’s or machin- 
ist’s shop, wherever your trade comes from. In this 
connection don’t forget how some factories sold ranges 
by house-to-house solicitation. Such work is good 
advertising, if nothing else, for you. 

Fifth: The competitor is a man with his good and 
bad qualities, like yourself. He also has his “off” 
days. Being a business man he is not apt to give 
goods away. We are all in business to make money, 
not for a pastime. Don’t believe all these stories about 
the man on the next street cutting prices any more 
than you do gossip about the bank. Do a little per- 
sonal investigating. It will prove beneficial to both. 
Comparison of prices on seasonable goods and stand- 
ard lines, like nails, etc., will many times put dimes 
if not dollars in both pockets. This applies to prices 
quoted you, more than prices quoted by you. Another 
thing that comes in here is the opportunity to buy cer- 
tain lines to advantage by combining orders. Don’t 
forget, “Goods well bought are half sold.” 

Sixth: The writer believes an entire book has been 
published on this subject, and yet what will do for 
one locality will never work out in another. In a 
farming community a dealer cannot collect every 30 
days. Ina railroad center 60 days should be the limit, 
except on unusual occasions. 

If business can be done on a cash basis it is by far 
the best. The most successful collector the writer 
knows has made it a rule to have his customers under- 
stand that a bill is to be paid when due and not the 
next month. He will give the customer the time asked 
for, up to 60 days, and then he gives him to under- 
stand distinctly he expects the money then. This 
party is in a railroad division point of about 5,000 
inhabitants. 

Last of all, the motto the manager of a large whole- 
sale seed house had over his desk applies at all times: 
“Honey catches more flies than vinegar.”

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BUYING SERVICE—POINT ON WHICH THE 
WORLD IS NOT EDUCATED. 





The commercial world as yet has not been educated 
up to buying service. 

It is a good deal easier to sell a commodity than it js 
a service. 

The other day in Philadelphia an advertising writer 
made a price to an industrial concern of $100 for pre- 
paring the matter for a booklet the concern proposed 
to issue for their possible patrons. 

The price was too high in the eyes of the concern 
and they refused to accept it. 

The advertising writer went to a printer, got a price 
on producing the booklet complete, added $240 to this, 
submitted it to the concern and they accepted it. In 
other words, he made $140 more than he asked for a 
service simply by supplying it in the form of a com- 
modity. 

Most of us lack the imagination to see the absolute 
value of a thing unless it is delivered to us in some 
concrete form. 

The medical profession is about the only class ren- 
dering service that is protected by law. The lawyer, 
the engineer and the architect are in a degree, but not 
to the extent of the doctor. 

If you consult a physician, even although he merely 
renders his service in the form of advice rather than 
an operation or a pill, we thoroughly understand that 
we must pay him a regulation fee—the fact that there 
is a law on the subject has been impressed on our 
minds by the publicity that accrued from a case or two 
where the well-to-do patient did not pay his medical 
bill. 

A manufacturer might consult a professional who 
makes a profession of laying out selling campaigns and 
in the course of the talk he might get a vital point and 
which he could use to large profit without feeling he 
was under the least obligation. 

You can question an architect or a structural engi- 
neer for an hour or two on a building project. During 
the consultation you may get the solution of certain 
problems vital to your proposition and thousands oi 
dollars’ worth of general marketable information, and 
you can walk out, give the work to a cheaper man to 
gether with the information you obtained from its orig- 
inal source. Yes, and some of us would spend the value 
of the information in a defense if we were sued. 

A mechanical engineer casually dropped an idea one 
day to a manufacturer of a gas engine carburetor 
which finally became the basis of a large industry and 
a large fortune, A few weeks later the mechanical en- 
gineer came around to find his idea in model form. 
He asked to be in on the deal and the manufacturer 
calmly told him that an idea was worth nothing unless 
it was developed, that he, the mechanical engineer, had 
no manufacturing or marketing facilities. A little later, 
after the device was being produced, the engineer 
wanted a carburetor for a home-made motor boat he 
was building and the manufacturer charged him re- 

tail price. 

The inability to see the real money value of service 
is one of the original causes for the dissatisfaction and 
lack of co-operation among the employed. The em- 
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ployer is slow to recognize the qualities of efficiency 
of one man over another, for labor is in the nature of 
service. 

At this last statement anyone might come back and 
say that the trades unions do not allow discrimination 
in compensation, but there were labor troubles long be- 
fore unions were formed—that is what caused them 
to be formed. The virtuous employer is today suffering 
for the sins of employers in the past. 

About all the litigation there is left in the average 
business institution is over service and not the buying 
of commodity. 

By the way, a lawyer is not about a business institu- 
tion as much as in former years. Men are not only 
able to adjust their own differences but they have fewer 
differences. 

Things are getting better. Some years ago when a 
man had a few thousand dollars’ worth of supplies 
to buy he rushed down to a lawyer to draw up a con- 
tract and usually a few sleepers were worked in that 
finally landed it in court. 

Today men buy hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of material over a telephone and confirm it on a 
half sheet of letter paper. 

Men do not like to be around a lawyer’s office. They 
do not object to the lawyer or his profession, but they 
dislike being even suspected of having a difficulty. 

The average business man doesn’t like to be observed 
talking alone to a lawyer in his club. You can usually 
tell what kind of trouble a man is in by the lawyer he 
consults, 

Professional service to the business institution is 
growing. The men who are rendering it are having 
a hard time, as in the case of any pioneer effort, but 
selling a service is a question of educating the market 
for it and is largely up to the people who render it. 

Today nearly any deficiency in the production or ad- 
ministration of a business institution can be supplied 
by a professional service, even to welfare work. 

All the service on the market is not competent serv- 
ice; for some of the men rendering it have made fail- 
ures of their own business in the past in the very par- 
ticulars in which they are now posing as experts. 

It is a good deal like someone said: “He that can, 
does and he that can’t, teaches.”’ 

But every pioneer effort has to go through a certain 
era of dishonesty and incompetency. Men who pioneer 
become weakened by their efforts and pursue the line 
of least resistance—it takes time to find out that hon- 
esty is the only policy. 

Success seems to prefer to pass over a road paved 
with the bones of failure. 

The failure to see the value of service is conspicu- 
ously illustrated around newspaper offices very fre- 
quently. About ten years ago it became the fashion of 
rich men who had made conspicuous success in other 
fields of endeavor to undertake to revive a defunct 
newspaper property by billboard advertising, voting 
contests for the most popular whitewings and guess- 
ing contests for the possession of houses and lots; then 
they would pay advertising solicitors high salaries and 
commissions for going out and hypnotizing merchants 
into giving them advertising contracts. They would 
spend thousands of dollars in this way and all the while 
wouldn’t allow the editorial department money enough 
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to hire men to get out a paper—the city editor would 
not have men enough to cover the runs. The same 
money spent on a few good news and feature writers, 
a good cartoonist and a paragrapher and competent 
men at the head of the news departments would have 
produced a paper that would have advertised itself. 
The elements that advertise a newspaper are the ex- 
clusive features that people talk about. 

A newspaper, or any publication for that matter, 
never fails through the business office, but rather 
through the editorial policy. 

It is all right to call the public’s attention to a thing, 
but not before it has become an efficient thing. The 
time to advertise is when you have the goods. Adver- 
tising previous to this point is but superficial—it is like 
oxygen and has no nourishment. 

Advertising a deficient thing is simply calling atten- 
tion to its deficiency. 

We are not all grafters. 

Those who produce and produce in an effort to give 
value received are in very conspicuous majority. 

If you do not believe it go along the streets of the 
downtown district of one of these big cities. Observe 
the show windows and the stores and traffic along the 
ways and you will see a veritable world’s fair of in- 
dustry, craftsmanship and the fine arts. 

The show window exhibits are perfect symphonies in 
arrangement of color and textures. The modern win- 
dow trimmer is not only an artist, but a salesman and 
a psychologist. It makes very little difference whether 
these men arrange paint or textiles. They deal in form 
and color and are artists. 

They are salesmen in the fact that they present their 
goods visually rather than verbally. 

They are psychologists, for by harmony and arrange- 
ment they appeal to the suppressed functions of the 
passers by. 

Each new store that is opened seems to be better in 
physical features, decorations and quality of goods ex- 
hibited than the preceding one. 

The elaboration and beauty of these stores seem to 
indicate that it is more a case of pride than profit on 
the part of their owners. 

Yes, and when a new store is opened have you ever 
noticed that all the competing merchants for blocks 
around send iz. flowers and well wishing letters? 

Who says there is no sentiment in business? 

One of these modern stores is an educational insti- 
tution without being intended as such. It is not only 
an education for the child but’ for the adult. The store 
is where we learn of the new things, of the better 
things, of the utensils of life. 

An efficient kitchen tool has a tendency to make one 
who uses it more efficient. A beautiful rug or a beau- 
tiful bit of pottery has a harmonizing effect on those 
who live near it. 

People have more clothes and better clothes than a 
few years ago and for less money considering the 
improvements. Everybody, nowadays, even although 
his income be ever so small, has a semblance of style 
and individuality in his dress. 

It has been the pride of the manufacturer to give 
people better style. A well dressed exterior makes a 
well feeling interior. 

Then go into the toy department of one of these big

stores and see the efficiency of things displayed for the 
amusement of children—these have the tendency to 
instill efficiency into the child at an impressionable age. 

Childish impressions .are lasting impressions. 

These toy departments are primary scientific schools. 
No sooner is the discovery made in mechanical, elec- 
trical or physical science than it is at once duplicated 
in toy form for the child. 

You will see flying machines in all forms—bi-planes, 
mono-planes and dirigible balloons. 

There are X-ray apparatus, wireless telegraphs, even 
down to the simple engine and latest electric locomotive. 

To pass these counters is enough to make some of us 
oldsters desire to be children again, that we might buy 
some of these without fear of ridicule. 

Nowadays merchants all over the country are leav- 
ing their show window curtains up on Sundays. These 
are public benefactors to the working class for they add 
interest to a generally uninteresting day. In many 
cases the windows are dressed Saturday nights so there 
will be a new exhibition for the Sunday afternoon 
throng. 


James Gordon Bennett was a philanthropist when he 
arranged the presses of the New York Herald so that 
they could be seen by the passers-by. 

The exhibition of anything harmonious, whether it 
be in form or color movement or the sympathetic opera- 
tion of any natural law, has an effect in harmonizing 
the people who see it one to another. 


One of these Herald presses is a greater poem than 
Faust, and as you pass there each day you see the same 
people standing there watching them just as people 
read and re-read their literary favorites. 

We are in the springtime of a new era; let us all be 
joyous.

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Heating and Ventilating 


DIRECTIONS FOR SETTING AND PIPING 
FURNACES. . 








The proper size and location of. furnace and regis- 
ters, also size of air conducting pipes, are a matter 
of judgment in each special instance, the successful 
operation of the plant depending on these important 
requisites. The construction and exposure of the 
building, prevailing winds and climatic conditions, also 
favorable or unfavorable location of the furnace and 
registers, must all be considered. In all instances a 
furnace a size larger than absolutely necessary will be 
more economical, more durable and in every way more 
satisfactory than one just large enough to do the work 
required. 

The furnace should be placed as nearly central to 
the rooms to be heated as possible, favoring that di- 
rection from which the prevailing winds blow. In 
setting the castings, see that they are perfectly level 
on foundation, and that faces of the mouthpieces of 
both ash pit and feed section, dome, or that of radia- 
tor, as the case may be, are plumb, so that the door 
shield will properly fit against them. Mix dry cement 
with, water to the thickness of mortar. Thoroughly 
cement all joints with this, excepting flanges on door 
shields; on these use asbestos cement. Spread this 
carefully around shield flanges and also in cup joint 
where shields join, then place shields in position and 
draw them up tightly and evenly with bolts. See that 
smoke pipe fits tightly over smoke pipe collar, and do 
not allow it to project into chimney flue. Before con- 
necting smoke pipe with chimney, see that there is a 
good draft and that the flue is clear of obstructions, 
such as brick, mortar or soot. Carefully line with tin 
all woodwork in close proximity to smoke-pipe, leav- 
ing space for circulation of air around it. 

Locate registers in such parts of rooms as will make 
the air conducting pipe short, of nearly equal length, 
and distribute them around hood of furnace as evenly 
as possible, 

Registers without valves must always be used where 
but one is installed for each furnace, or where several 
registers are placed in the same room, taking the entire 
capacity of heater. 

The register boxes must be well lined with tin, or 
made double. 

Collars attached to side of hood in case of portable 
furnaces, or connected to inner brick wall in case of 
brick set furnaces, must be placed close to the top, 
and have their upper sides on a level with each other, 
irrespective of their size. 

The warm air pipes in basement should be straight, 
and have all the elevation possible (not less than one 
inch to one foot). If necessary to make turns, avoid 
all sharp angles. The only power that conducts air 
through the pipes is that caused by the tendency of 
heated air to rise; avoid horizontal and crooked pipes. 
Protect all warm air pipes from cold air currents, be- 
cause these will chill the pipes and stop the circulation 
of air within. Pipes exposed to cold currents, or 
where they pass through cold rooms in basement, 
should be made double, or wrapped with air cell as- 
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bestos paper. Provide all warm air pipes with damp- 
ers close to furnace. 

Without particulars, no reliable rule can be given as 
to size of pipes required in conducting the warm ai; 
from the furnace to various rooms. The judgment of 
the mechanic doing the work must decide in this re- 
spect. 

The partition pipe or stacks must be made double. 
or, if single, covered with asbestos paper to protect 
the woodwork, also to prevent loss of heat. We rec. 
ommend double pipes. The stacks should be connecte, 
to basement pipes by means of shoes or boots. In 
case a chimney flue is used for a warm air duct, a 
single tin pipe should be placed inside of same. Warm 
air pipes should not be placed in outside walls. Stacks 
leading to second floor may be about twenty-five per 
cent smaller in capacity than the warm air pipes con- 
necting same to furnace, on account of increased ve- 
locity of air in vertical pipes. 

The cold air supply, if taken from outside, should 
enter that side from which the prevailing winds blow 
during the winter, which is usually from the west and 
north. The capacity of the cold air duct should be 
equal to three-fourths of that of all warm air pipes. 
The cold air duct must be provided with a suitable 
slide or damper to regulate the supply, and the outside 
opening should be protected with a wire guard of not 
smaller than one-half inch mesh. If it can be con- 
veniently arranged, we recommend the building of a 
cold air room. This may be built of brick or wood, 
but care must be taken to have it -tight. 

If the air supply is taken from the inside, it should 
be of the full capacity of all warm air pipes. 

We recommend the use of both outside and inside 
air, enabling the user, in severe weather, and during 
the night, to use inside air. Where the same air duct 
is used for outside and inside air, it must be provided 
with a damper or slide so the air can be taken from 
either source. 

For stores, churches, halls and buildings where the 
space to be heated is all one large room, the best and 
cheapest manner of installation is to place directly over 
the furnace one large register face with border, hav- 
ing a capacity equal to that of the furnace, connecting 
casing hood to register border with a discharge pipe 
of the same size as register face, thus saving the cost 
of register box. When so installed, the whole capacity 
of the furnace is discharged through register face, and 
there being no heat lost through radiation from warm 
air pipes, and but little friction to overcome, the fur- 
nace has from two to three times the capacity it would 
have for dwellings. When set in this manner, a cold 
air register face or faces equal in capacity to the warm 
air register face should be used for conducting the 
cold air from room to be heated back to the furnace. 

Remember that the successful working of the fur- 
nace depends largely on the chimney. The furnace 
smoke flue should be a separate one, with no other 
openings or connections, straight as possible, of same 
area from top to bottom, extending several feet above 
the highest point of roof, and provided with an ash 
pit door below the smoke pipe opening. We recom- 
mend that the furnace smoke flue be not less than 8x12 
inches inside measurement. However, an 8x8 inch 
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due with a good draft may answer for heaters with 
g-inch or smaller smoke pipe. No smoke flue should 
be less than 8 inches in depth. Long, narrow flues, 
such as 4x12 or 4x16 inches, are no good.—Catalogue 
of L. J. Mueller Furnace Co., 191 Reed street, Mil- 
waukee.

THE SPRAGUE UNDERFEED FURNACE. 





The Sprague underfeed furnace, manufactured by 
the Sprague Foundry & Mfg. Co., Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, is a heavy all-cast furnace with a cast-top radi- 
ator. The coal is fed through the magazine or feeder 
that extends through from the outside of the ash-pan 
below the grate level, up, delivering the coal through 
a circular opening in the center of the grate. The coal 
is forced through this feeder by means of a plunger 
operated with a ratchet and lever. Coal is supplied 
to the feeder by the hopper that bolts to it, extending 
up and outside the case. The plunger on the back- 
ward movement moves clear of the hopper opening, 
allowing the coal to drop into the feeder. On the for- 
ward movement it forces the coal forward‘ through 
the feeder, the plunger closing the hopper opening 
completely, thereby preventing the passage of air 
through the feeder and forestalling any tendency of 
the fire to burn down into the feeder. The feeder 
from the hopper opening to the mouth grows gradu- 
ally larger, thereby eliminating all tendency of the 
coal to pack or feed hard, and at the same time pre- 
venting its dropping back on the return stroke of the 
plunger. When the hopper has been filled the fire may 
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be replenished by a few strokes of the lever. This 
feature does away with the handling of the coal at 
each renewing of the fire, and permits its tending dur- 
ing the day without soiling the hands or clothing. The 
front of the fire-pot at the grate level has an opening 
that permits easy access to the fire for the removal of 
any foreign matter that may find its way into the fire- 
pot without bringing’ it outside the furnace. This 
opening when not in use is closed by a casting called 
the clinker-valve. 

The Sprague underfeed has a circular grate that re- 
volves on rollers operated by a pinion and shaft. By 
revolving this grate any part of the fire may be 
brought to the front and easily reached through the 
clinker-valve opening for the removal of any foreign 
matter. The Sprague underfeed furnace has an all- 
cast top-radiator. A direct and indirect draft-damper 
is so arranged that when a quick hot fire is desired 
the products of combustion may be passed directly 
from the dome into the chimney, thereby strengthen- 
ing the draft. When this damper is closed the gases 
make a complete circuit of the radiator before escap- 
ing, which insures the absorption of all the heat they 
contain before they pass into the flue. The Sprague 
underfeed furnace has a round case of galvanized 
iron, and is lined with corrugated asbestos paper and 
sheet tin.

HARDWARE. 

A fair amount of business was transacted in the 
hardware market all week. Prices continued steady 
and on the whole it can be said that the trade pre- 
sented a satisfactory condition. There was no par- 
ticular feature in the week’s sales, but in the aggregate 
a good showing was made. An amount of new in- 
quiry developed and there were other indications for 
good buying in the next few weeks. The cooler 
weather brought attention to more seasonable goods. 
There was an increased interest in holiday goods. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 


is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 


for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; re- 
tailers’ car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in 
car lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

The demand for tin plates is moderate and the mar- 
ket is quiet. Prices continue firm. The price of tin 
plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.50 for 100- 
pound tin plate 20x28.

SHEETS. 

A fairly good business is being done in sheets, with 
prices remaining about the same. Most of the new 
business consists of orders for small lots. The Chi- 
cago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store for 100- 
pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

Business in the copper market did not show much 
activity during the past week, though the month 
started out with consumers showing a renewed inter- 
est in the situation and producers inclined to put up 
the market to a higher level. Sales of several thousand 
tons of copper were reported as having been made for 
export at a price corresponding to 12.90c delivered in 
Europe. Recently the export trade has been at a 
standstill but there now appear to be signs of a revival. 
While this improvement may be only temporary there 
are indications that a much firmer market will soon 
develop both here and abroad. 

Standard copper on the New York Metal Exchange 
was not particularly active and the settling price for 
November was 12.45c and for December 12.55c. The 
London market opened somewhat firmer but eased off 
a little at the close. There were sales-of 550 tons spot 
and 800 tons futures. 





According to the Custom House returns the addi- 
tional exports of copper were 3,251 tons, making the 
total for the month 27,512 tons. Business during the 
month of October was fair and spot quotations {or 
standard fluctuated from 12.12¥%c to 12.55, the 
average being 12.39. The total exports for the 19 
months of this year show a decrease of 10,062 tons, 
compared with the same period of last year. Stocks 
in Europe have decreased during the last fortnight 
1,970 tons and the amount afloat has decreased 1,78 
tons,

TIN. 

The tin market has not been particularly active 
though prices for both spot and futures showed a 
slight advance. Deliveries of tin during October were 
somewhat disappointing, amounting to about 3,350 
tons, whereas it was expected that they would be at 
least 500 tons larger. Statistics show that the visible 
supply of tin on November 1 of this year was 18,183 
tons, while the visible supply on November 1, 1909, 
was 18,724 tons, in other words the visible supply of 
the world is only 541 tons smaller than last year. 





ANTIMONY. 

The market for antimony continues dull and un- 
changed. Prices are 7.871%2@8.12% for Cookson’s, 
7:75@7.87% for Hallett’s and 7.12'%4@7.25c¢ for ordi- 
nary brands. The London market is quoted at £29 
for Hallett’s and £28 for ordinary brands. 





ALUMINUM. 


Business in aluminum is quiet and steady, though it 
is reported to be fairly active in a jobbing way. Prices 
remain unchanged. Prices per pound in carload lots 
are as follows: No. I pure ingot, 22@24c; rods and 
wire base price 31c, and sheets 33c base price. 





SPELTER. 

The market for spelter showed a little more firm- 
ness than it has been showing of late and both spot and 
future prices were 5 points higher. The London mar- 
ket for G. M. B. spelter being quoted at £23 17s 6d.

"4 The most favorable development in the equipment 
f market was the inquiry sent out by the Hawley lines, 
requesting bids on 4,250 cars. Of these, 3,000 are all- 
steel hopper cars of 100,000 pounds capacity, 250 are 
steel underframe furniture cars, 250 are automobile 
and 750 are box cars. This equipment is to be used 
‘ largely on the western lines of the Hawley group of 
= railroads. The 750 box cars are to be used on the 
p Chicago & Alton. 
P In steel plates there is a little better demand, and 


some fairly good sales are being made. Inquiry is 
also showing improvement and the market for this 
description of steel products is firm. 

Contracts for structural steel show considerable 
improvement over last week, both in total tonnage 
and the number of contracts. Another good sign is 
the fact that the Hill lines have come into the mar- 
ket for new bridges and are letting contracts for con- 
siderable work to be done at once. The Hill lines 
always buy at the bottom of the market and when 
they signify a belief that the low point has been 
reached, it may be accepted as a fact that other lines 
will follow. 

Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, are in the market 
for a warehouse to be built at Fifth avenue and Polk 
Street that will require 1,500 tons of steel. Action is 
still pending on an addition to be built at the whole- 
sale house that will take approximately 2,000 tons of 
steel. 

C. C. Heisen has increased the steel order for his 
twenty-two story office building to be erected at the 
southwest corner of Dearborn and Harrison streets, 
Chicago, from 5,000 tons to 8,000 tons. 

Among the contracts awarded during the week are 
the following: Eighteen hundred tons of bridges for 
the Oregon Trunk Line Railway to the American 
Bridge Company, which also secured the contract for 
100 tons for a foundry to be built by the Imperial 
Iron Works at Duluth, Minn., and 150 tons of rods 
for Howe trusses for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
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Paul Ry.; Chandler apartment building, Chicago, 250 
tons, to the Morava Construction Company of Chi- 
cago; Burns Theater, Denver, 1,200 tons, to the Min- 
neapolis Steel and Machinery Company ; Cortez hotel, 
San Francisco, 1,000 tons, to Milliken Bros. of New 
York; addition to the plant of the Annaheim Sugar 
Company at Annaheim, Cal., 50 tons, to the Des 
Moines Bridge and Iron Company ; Schubert Theater 
at Denver, 500 tons, to Loweth Bros. of Denver ; an- 
nex to the Wilson building at Dallas, Tex., 900 tons, 
L. Schreiber & Sons, Cincinnati. 





PIG IRON. 

There was a slightly better tone to the pig iron mar- 
ket in view of the larger number of inquiries which 
are coming in, but as a rule buyers are inclined to hold 
off and await developments. There is considerable 
fishing around just at present with no inclination shown 
to make contracts over the first quarter of next year. 
Nothing is being effected in regard to the second quar- 
ter, although it is generally recognized that prices are 
low and in many cases below the cost of production. 

Some of the heaviest buying of foundry iron re- 
cently has been by the big radiator manufacturers, 
who have taken at least 40,000 tons in the last few 
weeks, and it was reported that the leading company 
placed orders during the week for 25,000 tons addi- 
tional. 

Considerable business by machinery and electrical 
manufacturers is now under negotiation in eastern ter- 
ritory, while agricultural and implement manufacturers 


in the West are in the market.

Rogers Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, say in their weekly 
report: 

Considerable activity in pig iron was evidenced during the 
week. Contracts were placed in the East for Foundry and 
Forge grades, and in the West for steel making iron. The 


bulk of the buying is for next year’s delivery and there is 
continued interest in first quarter and first half business, 
there being large tonnage under negotiation for the first 
quarter. The buying is scattered among a larger class of con- 
sumers than has been the case for some time past, and 1s 
indicative of the buying wave which would take place should 
conditions become settled. Consumers recognize that present 
prices are in many instances less than the cost of manufac- 
ture and that purchases are a good investment 

It is anticipated that the output of pig iron during Octo- 
ber will not vary greatly from that during September. In 
the East it is reported there is much less accumulation dur- 
ing the month than several months past, while the amount 
of sales was larger. ; 

It is expected that the railroads, on account of large crops 
and general growth of business, must before long become 
generous buyers of metal products. It is hoped that the next 
two or three weeks will see an established market for deliv- 
ery next year and generous buying for that period in con- 
sequence. 

Coke is quiet, with some furnace contracts pending, and 
little change in prices. There has been fair buying for next 
year on the part of foundries who realize that present prices 
are a great inducement.
